Maybe the aggressive nature is off-putting for a lot of ware- 
n, ar just does not appeal in the first place. It's not "feminine 
to be so forthcoming and in yer face with are's feelings and view 
-s about whatever. Waren tend to be socially conditioned into © 
suppressing anger and acoression - it's not "Jadylike". This crea 
-tes a predaninance of crap girlies who don't like going to gigs 
they might get trodden an. Not a good i tt for those who 
are worried about messing their hair up, and let's face it,"nice" 
shoes aren't any good for pogoing. ; 

The lack of inhibition, having the courage to beme's self, i 
-s frequently associated with inmaturity. To be "grown up" tends 
to mean restraint, sensibility and "towing the line" because that 
is what people do. For example, I have recently finished life as 
a student and have famd that my moonventianal dress sense has 

merely been tolerated. My mum spent sare time trying to persuade 
me that I now needed loads of "proper" clothes! Chamming! Now the
